The Nominating Committee has carried out its duties 
and provided a slate of candidates for the 1981 e- 
lections.

We had fully intended to publish material supplied 
by each Candidate nominated to Office.

operation, on amateur frequencies. Members present at the 
meeting offered comments but, in general, were poorly pre- 
pared to discuss the matter. 


Of those who did comment, I gathered that there was some 
fear regarding such activity - fear that reprisals might 
be visited on those who may have had a part in "fingering" 
the guilty parties. One or two members related stories of 
violence which occurred following exposure of amateurs who 
had been caught in the act of causing malicious interfer- 
ence. 


There is no doubt that we need to attempt to police the am- 
ateur bands, and to do it ourselves while there is time to 
get the job done..,in an effort to eliminate the problems.. 
It is likewise probable that the difficulty is caused, in 
considerable part, by amateurs, ill informed...sometimes it 
may be just plain thoughtlessness, In some cases the prob- 
lem may be caused by good-intentioned amateurs responding 
to an urge to help in emergencies, and because they have not 
trained themselves properly, can completely interrupt seri- 
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ous emergency work. When this happens, net control often 
is forced to reprimand them on the air...their good inten- 
tions then turn sour and they rebel against those who are 
actively working under emergency procedures......Malicious 
Interference can then occur, 


The QCWA Board of Directors took no formal action at Orlan- 
do, There was insufficient information and under the con- 
ditions of the meeting, very little time was available to 
poll those members present to obtain a feeling about their 
reaction to a formal project by QCWA. As a consequence, 
the Board has requested that those interested in pursuing 
the matter write to. Headquarters, outlining proposals and 
procedures suggested, to guide the Board in its judgement 
and action as to the best course to follow.

The Official Nominating Committee is selected by the President and confirmed by the Board, in conformance with QCWA By- 
Laws. Early in the summer of 1980, President Gartsman, W6ATC, submitted the names of seven QCWA Members to serve on the 
Nominating Committee for the 1981 elections. Membership on the Committee was chosen to provide reasonable geographical 
representation of membership across the Country, The Committee, as named consists of: 


Lew Sieck, K4NE, Chairman; Roy Albright, NSRA; Earl Burdette, W6YYV; Hal Johnson, W7PN; Sam Moses, WIASD; Orel Orvis, 
W2MAB; Ken Rowe, K9PZD. 


These men worked throughout the summer and fall to provide a basic slate of candidates for all QCWA Offices. Their work 
was completed with sumission of a report, dated November 13, 1980. The Nominating Committee has named candidates to all 
Offices, and in nearly all cases, at least two candidates for each Office, We all owe the Committee a debt of gratitude 
simply because the job is not easy, and they have done it well and on time. With submission of the report, the Nomina- 
ting Committee finished its work, and terminated its existance. 


It might be well to provide a note of explanation on matters which may be of interest to some members. Service on the 
Committee should not disenfranchise a member....that is, Committee members should be eligible for the candidacy to any 
QCWA Office. It is, however, not desirable for Committee members to nominate themselves. This has not been done. You 
will note in the list of Candidates that the name of Sam Moses, W1ASD appears as a Candidate for the Office of Director. 


In canvassing the New England area, the Committee found that members overwhelmingly felt that Sam Moses would be a good

CONTACTS Each contact made with another QCWA member will count as a single point. Contacts with 
the same station on more than one band can be scored only once. Contacts made with 
captive stations, such as when operating in local nets, are not valid. 


MULTIPLIER This QCWA QSO PARTY has a multiplier. Each contact with another QCWA member counts as 
one point. Add up the contacts with QCWA members and then multiply this number by the 
number of QCWA Chapters contacted. Thus, the total number of different Chapters worked 
becomes the 'multiplier.' 


If a member belongs to several Chapters, you must choose one and use it for the Party.. 
You may use one Chapter for the CW Party and another for the Phone Party if you choose. 


FREQUENCIES Any authorized amateur frequency is permissible. The following suggested frequencies 
have been selected to minimize interference to others: 


FOR CW 3530-3560 kHz FOR PHONE 3900 -3930 kHz 
7030 ~-7060 7230-7260 
14030 -14060 14280 -14310 
21040 -21070 21350 -21380 
28040 -28070 28600 -28630 


The above frequencies were chosen as a starting point. When pile-ups occur don't be afraid to go elther side 
of these frequencies. Again, any authorized amateur frequency is permissible and should be used to cut down on 
the pile-ups and QRM. 


EXCHANGES A valid QSO must contain the following minimum information exchanged between both parties: 


a) QS0 Number 

b) Operators name 

c) Chapter Identification (Name or Number) 
Members not affiliated with a Chapter use "AL"! 


Logs To make the judges work accurate, a sample log page is included herein. It is recommended 
that you copy the page one use it for your log in the QSO PARTY. It is the responsibility 
of each contestant to provide a legible log, no carbon copies, and to list all claimed 
contacts. The total contacts for each page should be recorded at the bottom of the page 
in the box provided, The total contacts for the PARTY will be recorded in the box at the 
top right of the first page of the log in the space provided. Log sheets will not be re- 
turned.

Shown below, the station as it existed 56 years ago..at the 
left is an electrolytic rectifier, Mason jars, with lead & 
aluminum plates in Borax. Voltage was supplied by a 2000 V 
discarded x-ray xfrmr, The transmitter, with 3 meters, was 
a 203 (RCA) in a Hartley. The inductance was #8 copper on 
a wood form, A 10 V Acme transformer lit the filament! The 


meters were 15 VAC for filament, 500 mA for plate current & 
a 5 A thermocouple for antenna current. 


he receiver used a UV200 detector and a UV201 audio. The 
variometer and variocoupler were wound on forms from Kresge 
Company. A storage battery for the two receiver tubes was 
located at the end of the shelf below the receiver. The B 
batteries are on top of the cabinet of the receiver. A pair 
of Baldwin phones and a straight key completed the rig. The 
antenna was a three-wire flat top over a tin roof.

"Kas in "Konfusion" 
by D. K. deNeuf WA1SPM 


The use of common names to assist in the voice transmiss- 
ion and reception spelling of words has been standard prac- 
tice for many years. But the "Phonetic Experts" in world 
meetings like that of ICAO (International Civil Aviation 
Organization) have caused the nomenclature to be changed 
several times. A, B and C for many years was ABLE, BAKER & 
CHARLIE. Now it's ALPHA, BRAVO and CHARLIE. DOG became 
DELTA, LOVE turned into LIMA, IDA is now INDIA and QUEEN 
was renamed QUEBEC. But one wonders about the wisdom of 
choosing geographical names under circuit conditions of poor 
audio quality, static and interference, especially in these 
days of really weird call signs. How about a message, under 
poor intelligibility: "This is LIMA 2 QUEBEC INDIA enroute 
to India via Lima and Quebec? Confusing? It used to be 
simple: "This is LOVE 2 QUEEN IDA enroute to India via 
Lima and Quebec". 


The single letter K (now ‘phonetically KILO - it once was 
simply KING) in the Phillips code meant "out of", Whether 
this had any bearing on the age-old radio-telegraph signal 
K is questionable. The ITU (International Telecommunications 
Union) has for years listed K as the signal for "invitation 
to transmit". The old alphabetical Arabic telegraph code 
used -.- for "Kaf", and the Greeks used in theirs for 
"Kappa". Even today Russian Morse uses the same signal for 
"Kah", 


K has had significance in many fields: "Karat" for carat 
in gold assaying; it's the symbol for the chemical element 
Potassium, and in mathematics for "constant", in meteor- 
ology, for "cumulous", and K was the old Roman numeral for 
250, but today it stands for "1000" in electronic and mech- 
anical measurements and in weights and distance measurements. 


Speaking of K the only voice operation I have ever heard 
which utilizes the simple phonetic letter K to mean "over" 
or "go ahead or “come back" is the New York City Fire De- 
partment radio operation. It is simple, effective and 
never misunderstood. "BATTALION 51, DO YOU NEED ASSISTANCE, 
K", It even signifies "end of message - confirm receipt". 
("LADDER 74 RETURNING TO QUARTERS, Kk"). When and how did 
this one get started? ABOUT 1910 Frank Borsody, W2AYN, left 
RCA's International Radiotelegraph Operations to join the 
New York City Fire Department to establish its first radio- 
communication operation, What else would a seasoned tadio- 
telegraphér employ to signal "go ahead"?

CRISIS INVESTING, Douglas R. Casey, Stratford Press/Harper 
& Row, N. Y., 1979 (2nd Edit.), 280 pages, graphs, tables, 
Index, bibliography. 


This one is controversial to say the least. That there is 
a strong divergent range of views about national fiscal pol- 
Icy is a matter of universal recognition. These differences 
go back at least to 1933. Further, reconciliation of views 
doesn't seem to be getting much closer. There are, as would 


seem appropriate to the country, doomsayers for both (or 
several) points of view. Casey certainly is an outspoken 
one of these. 

It would only be natural that each writer about possible 


financial futures for both the country and each of us would 
have a scenario all his own, Mr. Casey is no exception to 
this either. His predictions are graphic, detailed and ex- 
treme. Of course, | can only use the word extreme as com- 
pared to other writers. | have no crystal ball to tell me 
what the eventual course of things will be. 


The book is 280 odd pages in length and coversagreat var 
ety of topicsrelating to the nature of money; the relation 
between money and government, banking and taxes; the inevi- 
tability of depression; the continued depreciation of cur- 
rency along with many flood precautions--this in the same 
sense that one might prepare for a rainy day but more com- 
preshensively. There are 29 pages of data in tabular and 
graphic form to support the author's views and predictions. 
There are pages and pages of do's and don't's. This is the 
most detailed financial advice (for better or worse) | have 
seen and this is not my introductory text on the subject. 


The book also contains enough information toenable you to 
translate the gobble-de-gook financial terms which appear 
ever more frequently. in the daily press. This alone might 
be worth the whole effort. 


CRISIS INVESTING could hardly masquerade under the name of 
light reading. That is one thing that is is not, but no 
prudent person should shy away from the realities of living 
to bury himself in light-hearted even frivolous reading ex- 
clusively, It i's my opinion that he should at least be 
aware that perhaps everything is not as peachy-keen as he 
would like it be or believes that it is. If the reader takes 
Casey as being right, or even tn a substantial way partly 
right, he will suffer some shattered dreams, or perhaps be 
able to indulge himself by saying, "I told you so." No 
Pleasant prospect is envisioned in this book. Perhaps to 
comprehend the value of the book (if one exists), the read~ 
er must approach it with the foreknowledge that we are not 
living in a Pollyanna age, nor are rose-colored glasses 
selling so well as they once did, The financial future-- 
whatever it shall be--will touch (perhaps rudely) each of 
our lives. Mayhap it is only common sense to inform our- 
selves as much as we can about possible future problems as 
untnviting as the task Is. 


After reading the book, you might ask, Does this fellow 
Neelands really believe all this rubbish?" | can only re- 
spond that | accept it as a possibility--perhaps in kind but 
possibly not to the extent that Mr Casey describes. It will 
be noted that the author himself is a little less than 100% 
committed to his sequence. This is substantiated in part by 
the disclaimer which appears on page vii (not numbered).

The Dayton /Cincinnati Chapter of QCWA arranged a forum at 
the monthly luncheon, September 9, 1980, on the subject 
"Malicious and Deliberate Interference on the Amateur Fre- 
uencies", Paul Wiegert, W8TH, acting as moderator, was ably 
assisted on the panel by Andrew Henderson, W8SR, by Francis 
Schwab, W8OK, by Robert Wilcox, KSEJI (representing the Day- 
ton Amateur Radio Association Interference Committee) and by 
Robert Zimmerman, W8ZM, The Forum discussed many aspects of 
the problem including the psychological angle, problems en- 
countered in locating the offender below 30 MHz, the design 
of direttion-finding antennas, procedures to follow when in- 
terfering signals are present, how local authorities are 
handling the offender, and the support of the Federal Commun-| 
ications Commission. Reference was made to the Ad Hoc Inter- 
ference Committee chaired by ARRL's First Vice President, 
Carl"Smith, WODWJ, and to the FCC's letter concerning one in- 
stance of alleged violations by one amateur. 


Comments were directed toward the possibility that many of 
the Members of QCWA organized in a number of locations 
throughout the United States could, with the addition of a 
direction finding antenna, contribute a great service in lo- 
cating the offenders. It was suggested that the QCWA has an 
excellent opportunity to lead the entire Amateur Community 
in a program to help alleviate the Amateur frequencies of 
this type of interference. The Dayton/Cincinnati Chapter of 
QCWA would be receptive to any inquiries.

QCWA MEMBERSHIP 


Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 
must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
amateur license. It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years. Proof of 
eligibility must be given, Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in many cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 
An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues in the amount of $9 for 
one year, or $15 for two years or, $19 for 3 
years membership, is payable in advance with 
ones application, Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $75, plus the $3 entry fee. Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $25 each. Upon completion of payment Life 
Membership Certificate and membership card is 
sent.  » 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order, are 
issued to each member, The numbers are never reissued, 
except to the same one to whom they were first issued, 
and then only in the event of lapsed membership. Blue 
certificates and membership cards going to regular mem- 
bers with Gold Certificates and membership cards being 
issued to Life Members. In the event a certificate is 
to be replaced, a charge of $1.00 is made. 


GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY certificates are issued upon appli- 
cation, and proof of eligibility. Those having 50 or 
more years in Amateur Radio are qualified. Endorsement 
stickers for each 2-year interval over the basic fifty 
years are available from Chapter Secretaries. 


QCWA CENTURY CLUB CERTIFICATE, is a new Award voted by 
the Board of Directors in February, 1978. Eligibility 
is based upon a members age plus his years in QCWA (in 
good standing) being equal to 100 or more. Proof of 
eligibility must be established by the applicant. Age 
by copy of drivers license, etc...Headquarters attests 
to your eligibility and will issue the Certificate. 


50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED CERTIFICATE is issued 
to QCWA members whose calls appear in callbooks since 
1929. There is a charge of $2 for the Certificate. It 
must be applied for with proof of eligibility supplied 
at the time of application. 


55th ANNIVERSARY GOLDEN CERTIFICATE is 
members who have completed 55 years as a licensed Amateur. 
Proof of such licensing is required. 


60th ANNIVERSARY GOLDEN CERTIFICATE is 


meinbers who have completed 60 years as a licensed amateur. 


6Sth ANNIVERSARY GOLDEN CERTIFICATE IS 
members who have completed 65 years as a licensed amateur. 


70th ANNIVERSARY GOLDEN CERTIFICATE is 


members who have completed 70 years as a licensed amateur.
